How Constantinople Could Be Seized in 
Twenty-four Hours. 


THE PLAN OUTLINED BY THE CZAR’s 
AGENTS IN TURKEY. 


Troops Massed in Readiness to Make the 
Move—The Frontier Lined With Sol- 
diers—Kaiser Wilhelm in Bavaria—His 
Reference to Sedan--French Army 
Maneuvers—Foreign News. 


Lonpos, Sept. 12.—A leading Berlin paper 
contains an article entitled: The Cossack 
stroke on the Bosphorus.’’ According to 
this article, Russia meditates a surprise to 
Constantinople by a conjoint landing of 
90,000 troops in European and Asiatic Turkey. 
The Bosphorus forts, it is said, are to be at- 
tacked from the fear, and the approach of 


hostile fleets is to be prevented by torpedoes, 
while it is calculated that a Russian torpedo 
feet could enter the Golden Horn at night 
and completely destroy the Turkish fleet, and 
that the whole could be accomplished in 
twenty-four hours. The article details ex- 
periments made in embarkin and landing 
troops on the Black Sea, conducted under 
Gen. Roop since 1886, and the studying of the 
ground by Russian omeers on the spot in the 
guise of searchers for Nihilists, traders, anti- 
quarians, etc. Complete plans for every- 
thing are said to be ready and only the com- 
mand from 8t. Petersburg is now needed. 

A correspondent of this paper who has been 
traveling in Balkan countries says it is 
noticeable that great military and naval ac- 
tivity exists in all the southern provinces of 
Russia and onthe Black Sea. In Bessarabia 
matters are almost on a war footing. The 
guards along the frontier are made up from 
Caucasian troops, and till within the last 
two years were regarded as gendarmes 
placed along the border to prevent smuggling. 
They now form a permanent advance 
guard, ready to invade the territory 
of the neighboring country at a few 
hours’ notice. The guard-houses are erected 
at distances averaging three versts apart, 
and during the day guards are marching de- 
tween them, whilst at night this duty is car- 
ried out by mounted patrols. On the other 
side, the Roumanian frontier, one can go 
miles and miles without seeing a patrol. 

Most of the towns and villages close to the 
frontier are filled with soldiers. At Tutschkoff 
four regiments are quartered, where last 
year there were only two. At Vilkovo

HOW THE HIRSCH FUKD I8 BEING USED—OLD 
WORLD TOPICS. 

Lorpon, Sept. 12.—The Hirsch fund, accord- 
ing to a Hamburg correspondent, is now 
aiding only those Hebrews who desire to 
emigrate to the United states. In response 
to positive representations from the British 
Cabinet, Baron Hirsch is said to have given 
an engagement that no more exiled Russian 
Jews would be sent to any country under the 
British fag. There is no denial here, writes 
the Hamburg correspondent, of the intention 
to make the United States the future home of 
the Jews. He says: ‘‘They are to be got 
there under any pretext and assisted as 
much as possible to getastartinlife. None 
ofthe Jews have confidence in any other 
destination, and they all expect to get rich in 
America. 

It is announced that 374 estates belonging 
to members of the nobility will be sold by 
auction in November for foreclosure by the 
State Bank. The estates are located all over 
European Russia, and the sale indicates the 
desperate straits to which the landed nobility 
are reduced.

Has the High Priestess of Theosophy 
Returned to Life? 


THEORIES AS TO THE IDENTITY OF MISS 
VERA AVA. 


The Woman Who Disappeared From Chi- 
cago end Turned Up Almost Naked in 
Gincinnati-The Weight of Evidence 
Favor the Belief That She Is Diss de 
Bar—Maj. Bundy’s Views. 


Omrcaco, Sept. 12.—The receipt of a tele- 
gtam from the Cincinnati Chief of Police 
saying that the missing Miss Vera Ava, whose 
name has for two days been on everybody’s 
tongue, had turned up there quite mystified 
the police of this city. The Cincinnati au- 
thorities were notified that there was no 
charge against her here and requested to set 
her free. 

But the most sensational part of the affair 
comes from the suspicion in the minds of 
many Theosoph ists in Chicago that the er- 
ratio Miss Ava is really Mme. Blavatsky re- 
stored to life. 

Mme. Blavatsky, it will be recalled, was 
the noted leader of the Theosophical Society 
of London some months ago. Her followers 
made the statement that she had died and 
been cremated. The story was received with 
incredulity, and she was believed by many to 
be merely a clever trickster, and that the 
Madame would reappear in due time claim- 
ing reincarnation. The reporter suggested 
to Maj. Bundy that a solution of the Ava 
mystery might be found along this line; that 
the fat high priestess of theosophy could well 
reappear in the role of an adipose Lady 
Bountiful. 

To get the views of one In authority in this 
school of philosophers, Maj. J. C. Bundy, 
editor of the Religio-Philosophical Journal, was 
seen to-day. 

Lan not inclined to think that Miss Ava 
is Mme. Blavatsky,’’ said the Major when 
questione d on the developments in regard to 
that alleged philanthropist. Maj. Bundy has 
madea close study of the characteristics of 
nearly every person whoisor has recently 
been before the public claiming spiritualistic 
or occult powers, and is andle to identify in- 
dividuals by their methods, just as a detect - 
ive does a criminal. 

The Major continued: ‘*Thoughat first I 
did not believe the story, subsequent events 
have inclined me to the opinion that Mme. 
Blavatasky is really dead. However, some 
of the doings of Miss Ava are very character- 
istic of Blavatsky and there is a curious coin- 
cidence that lends some color to the sugges- 
tion. The man Judge, who is at the head of 
the Theosophical Society in America, was in 
this city at about the time Miss Ava disap- 
peared. But Mme. Blavatsky was very obese 
and disinclined to exercise, whereas Miss 
Ava went out a great deal. 

No in my tthe woman ig none 
other than Ann O’ Delia Diss de Bar. Every- 
thing about her points to that conclusion—her 
size and her manner of going about things 
and all that. The dash and audacity, the 
finesse which showed in all her transactions 
are characteristic of the New York woman.

CAUGHT AND QUICKLY PUT TO DEATH BY 
CITIZENS. 


Another Victim on the Records of the 
Lynching SBelt-The Macon Murder 
Mystery— Mrs. Davis and Her Stepson 
Indicted—Young Haines Tells How He 
Killed Hannegan—A Day’s Crimes. 


New ALA, Ind., Sept. 13.~Wednesday 
night at Sellersburg, eight miles from this 
city, John Bennett criminally assaulted two 
12-year-old girls—Nola Smith and Jennie 
Stockdale. The Smith girl lived in the Ben- 
nett family, and Mrs. Bennett, being called 
from home, left her to take care of the house 
and cook her husband’s meals. Wednesday 
night the girl asked Jennie Stockdale to spend 
the night with her. In th adie of the 
night Bennett entered the room of the giris 
and committed the assault. The girls as 
soon as possible notified their mothers, who, 
with about thirty other women, armed 
themselves with clubs, stones and 
switches, and going to Bennett's 
house, caught him and gave him a 
terrible beating. When they left he hitched 
a fast horse to his buggy and fied. During 
Thursday and yesterday from fifty to seventy- 
five men were in pursuit of the fugitive, 
They were well mounted and kept the trail of 
the villam fresh. It was supposed that he 
was heading for Wood Township, a point in 
Clark County where it was known he had 
relatives living, and who he expected 
would conceal him from his pursuers. 

A portion of the force from Sellersburg took 
a more direct route from this point than 
that followed by the fugitive and succeeded 
in overhauling him justas he made his ap- 
pearance at the house of a cousin 
named Peters. He was at once seized, 
and confessing his guilt was hanged 
from a tree and his body shot full of bullets. 
The body was seen hanging by the side of the 
railway by trainmen this morning. 

Nola Smith, one of the victims, is so badly 
injured that she will die. 

The young man had always borne a good 
reputation.

THE MACON MYSTERY. 


MRS. DAVIS AND HER STEPSON INDICTED BY 
THE GRAND-JURY. 

MOBERLY, Mo., Sept. 11.—The Huntsville 
term of the Randolph Circuit Court is now in 
session at Huntsville. The Grand-jury found 
a true bill for murder in the first degree 
against Deliah Davis and Ed Davis, her step- 
son, charged with murdering their infant, a 
complete account of which was printed in the 
Post-DisPaTcn at the time. The ers 
have until next Monday to plead. It is ex- 
pected they will plead not guilty, and the 
trial be taken up at the Moberly term of the 
Circuit Court, which commences here on the 
Zist inst. 

The case is a very atrocious one. The body 
of an infant a few months old was found in 
the Wabash Rallroad lake, near the shop, by 
some boys who were fishing. The circum- 
stances point to Ed Davis as the ujuarderer, 
and his stepmother as accessory thereto. 
The child was the result of their iliegal con- 
nections, and hence the desire and motive to 
get rid of it. 

All the proof so far is circumstantial. It 
will be atrial of great interest, not only on 
account of the heretofore good reputation of 
the accused, but also because the doctors dis- 
agree as to the length of time the body of the 
infant, from its decayed condition, was n 
the water. The point the defense is expected 
to make, as revealed in the preliminary ex- 
amination, was that it had not been too long 
in the water to be the missing child of the 
defendants.

The party of four men, all graduates of 
the college, headed by Mr. Austin Cary, left 
the schooner on Sunday, July %. On Aug. 6 
they reached a point twenty miles in ad- 
vance of that reached by Mr. Holm in 1688, 
At this point, on account of a disabled arm, 
Mr. Young and a companion were obliged to 
turn back, reaching Rigolet on Aug. 21. 
Messrs. Cary and Cole proceeded towards
